A N T I - B A N K M E E T I N G . 
The following is the Speech of Mr. I s a a c 


C h a s e , one of our most respectable mer­ 
chants, delivered in Faneuil Hall, on Friday 
evening last. 
M r C h a irm a n — I have had but little to do 
with politics during my short life ; but have 
heretofore been a friend to Ilia Bank, 
I have 
considered that it has been the rnears of regu­ 
lating domestic exchange, and of affording fa­ 
cilities in the way of currency, by fai sur­ 
passing any thing which had at any lime, be­ 
fore its creation, been realized in this country; 
for a man by taking its notes in his wallit, 
may travel from Eastport to New Orleans., 
without losing a fraction in the way of dis­ 
count; or, if lie wishes to make a remittance 
to a distant part of the country, he has only to 
enclose a note of the Bank of the U. States, 
and it passes currently at its destination. 
All 
this, sir, is very pleasant; but is it true that 
this Bunk possesses the power of causing 
such universal distress, as at present exists ? 
nnd is the gentleman who is at the head of 
this institution disposed to use this power 
whenever a private pique with the President 
or Secretary may occur? 
If he will do that 
thing, for one, I say, the sooner the charter 
expires, the better, a n d let it never be re n e w e d; 
let the deposites remain where they are until 
such an institution shall be organized, as wilt 
conduct its affairs for the good of the whole 
community. 
Sir, I never could believe that 
the Bank of the U. States would have pur­ 
sued the revengeful course she has done, 
towards an unolfending people. Is it said that 
the Bank was obliged to adopt this course to 
protect herself? 
1 answer—No. 
Situated as 
the Bank of the U. States is, unlike any other 
local 
institution, 
with 
branches scattered 
throughout the union ; witli our present fa­ 
cilities for transportation, is it reasonable to 
suppose, that with a capital of 35 millions of 
dollars paid in, that its safety should require 
an issue of its liabilities only to 19 millions—a 
little more than half of its capital ? 
Is it not 
easy to see that if a run was made on one 
branch, not possessing the required amount of 
specie, a transportation of specie could be 
effected in a very few hours from the Mother 
Bank, or any other of its branches, to the one 
run upon ? possessing, as it now does, the 
enormous amount of ten millions and a half of 
specie! 
Again, would a wise man, whose 
note became due two years from this, begin to* 
collect bis dollars and cents together, an<T lock 
them in an iron chest, for fear that he might 
not be prepared to cancel fits debt at tlie ex­ 
piration of the term, if he made an investment 
in safe securities ? No, sir! neither should the 
Directors of this Bank, acting as wise and 
honorable men, lock up their funds; and then, 
at this moment, we should not be s m a r tin g u n ­ 
der th is lash ; w e sh o u ld not now be bleeding 
u n d er the bite o f these leeches, in human form 
Gentlemen question the right of the Presi­ 
dent, or the Secretary to remove the depos­ 
ites. 
Sir, if it be not his right, 1 ask in the 
name of common sense what rights does he 
possess ? 
Do these deposites bear interest ?— 
No sir— if 1 make a deposite in a bank, have 
I not a right to remove that deposite whenev­ 
er it suits my convenience, without incurring 
the displeasure of the Institution ? 
The Pres- 
dent is acting for,and in the name of the nation. 
For what purposes has lie been placed at 
the head of affairs, by the suffages of the Peo­ 
ple, (I had said the whole people) but to have 
a g en era l su p e rvisio n over the w hole concerns o f 
the N a tio n f —If he sees danger threatening the 
people, to put that danger out of the way.__ 
Is our President a mere automaton ?—No sir 
—he is placed at the head of affairs by the 
Feople, to act upon his u ow n re sp o n sib ility ” ,— 
and while his name is Andrew Jackson, I 
trust he will not disappoint the people, in 
their expectations oi his firmness and patrio­ 
tism. 
Mr Chairman, much has been said derogato­ 
ry to the gentlemanly conduct of the Presi­ 
dent, in his reception of the different commit­ 
tees that have waited upon him. 
But sir, 1 
am unable to see any thing connected with 
their reception, unworthy the gentleman-— 
1 o be sure Andrew Jackson has never dealt 
Very profusely in “ so ft so a p ." 
He is a p la in , 
open 
hearted republican—popularity, 
or no 
popularity, lie tells you in so many words 
what he 
will do, and what lie 
will 
not. 
1 ut yourself, sir, in his place; conscious of 
your innocence, would it be wonderful that 
your temper should be somewhat excited af­ 
ter having been waited upon by Committee 
after Committee, asking aid, which you are 
unable to grant; a n d which sh o u ld h a re been 
sought, fr o m a n o th er in d iv id u a l? 
No sir 
the 
1 resident has, to be sure, been firm; and the 
occasion lias required firmness. 
If he has 
erred at all, we must forgive—for “ to err is 
human.” 


the people; but having once obtained a jinn 
hold, Ins sceptre has now, as by magic chang­ 
ed into a rod o f iro n , by which be thinks to 
drive the people on to a reoharler n( his privil­ 
eges arid power, and that man is N ich o la s, 
Surrounded with his minions, lie thinks to 
la*h the now free inhabitants of thia country, 
to the obedience of his will. 
But there, sir, 
lie will find himself mistaken. 
Autocrat as 
lie is ; strong as he may lie ; he has not as yet 
(thank God) acquired that degree of strength, 
which a few more years would have given 
him, to crush the people and make them 
slaves, nnd bondmen, to his will. 
But some gentlemen, who admit the Bank 
has pursued a most unwarrantable and re­ 
vengeful course towards the people, say also, 
the President is the first nggrsssor, and there 
fore the most worthy of blame. 
Sir, has it 
then come to this at last! 
Have the people of 
the United States actually created and reared 
a Monster in their bosoms who lias acquired 
already (in less than 20 years) such power as to 
defy their President—as to render it unsafe 
for him even to question for a moment its un­ 
constitutionality, or its right for a perpetual 
existence, lest in one of its mad and frantic 
freaks, it should ruin the nation ! 
Sir, add 20 
years more to its strength, and what power 
will bo able to resist it? 
Oil, my Country! 
vhere would be thy freedom ? 
Prostrate — 
cmven down—enslaved and chained at the car 
of this Golden Idol. 
If this youthful Giant 
can by the power of its might now in time of 
peace, put ils foot upon the Nation (and the 
people suffer themselves unresistingly to he 
conqueied) because, forsooth, the President 
has darel to lift his voice against its corrup­ 
tions, and to warn the people to beware of in­ 
creasing and continuing its power. 
If these 
are the terrvble effects of its strength strewed 
around us now, what might we not have rea 
son to fear, if this Nation should ever be called 
to war with oilier Nations (which may heaven 
forbid,) and the President of this Bank should 
not fall in with \hat war? 
Suppose the war 
to be with England—to be purely a defensive 
war—suppose the British Navy to be hovering 
on our coast, seeking a landing place for its 
soldiers, their inotto again to be “ B ea u ty nnd 
B o o ty ," and Nicholas Biddle should disap 
prove of any resistance, (as he might have at 
the time millions at stake in England,) and 
Congress should attempt to raise an army to 
repel the invaders, he might set the currency 
of the country topsey tuivey, as he has done 
now, and 1 ask, Sir, what could save the Na­ 
tion ? 
Nothing but the miraculous interference of 
Omnipotence. 
We are better able now to 
sustain the blow of this giant, than we should 
be when struggling witli a foreign foe. 
Talk not to me, sir, of my individual inter­ 
e st—tell me not of luin which will come upon 
me if I attempt to resist this monster—it be­ 
comes me, and every freeman who loves his 
country, at whatever risk, to rise in his 
strength, (not with his swosd, for that is not 
the weapon of our warfare,) but with his voice 
and vote, to sustain the President. 
Sir, we only want the people to meet this 
question as rational men, divested o f selfish­ 
ness, and we shall not fear the result—all will 
coine up to the work of destroying this com­ 
mon enemy, that their children may not be 
slaves. 
Sir, better far be poor freemen than rich 
slaves. 
Does Nicholas Biddle think to make 
the nation slaves? 
The inhabitants of this 
country are too enlightened for him to work 
upon. 
No sir—never. They will rise in their 
majesty, and break the spell, and throw off 
the coils of this A n a co n d a . 
They will yet be 
free. 
Sir, my heart and ha n d are in fa v o r o f 
these reso lutions. 
“ L ive or d ie, su rv iv e or p e r­ 
is h ," let th is oppressive B a n k be p u t dow n. 
And if vve must have a National Bank, let it 
be one at the direction of gentlemen, who 
shall have the good of the whole country at 
heart, and who instead of o p p re ssin g the peo­ 
ple, will relieve their necessities.
